Eleven weeks into the school 


year, CISD Supt. Mark Culwell 
says the district's fresh ap- 
proach to discipline and lear- 
ning is working, but that the 
price for laxness on the part of 
parents and educators in the 
past may be the failure of one in 
four Corsicana students this 
year. 


With one week left in the first 


school quarter of this term, 
1,268 students have received 
failing slips in one or more 
courses and another 981 have 
received slips noting discipline. 
The slips are the result of 
Culwell's pledge to the school 
board and the community that 
students will have to meet 
certain minimum academic 
standards 
before 
they 
are 


promoted to the next grade 
level. 


But Culwell says he is op- 


timistic that a much smaller 
number of students will actually 
fail to meet those standards by 
the end of the academic year. 


CULWELL 
IS 
PLEASED 


with the reception the district's 
"return to the basics" approach 
has received, noting that the 
warning notices have resulted 
in 869 parent-teacher 
con- 


ferences, more than the district 
has ever seen in the past. 


"Our notices strongly en- 


courage and invite parental 
conferences," 
Culwell 
said. 


"The response to these in- 


vitations strongly indicates that 
we can no longer make a 
blanket indictment of 'parent 
apathy.' " 


Which seems to suit Culwell 


just fine. Since being named 
superintendent of the local 
district last February, Culwell 
has emphasized the need for 
cooperation between the schools 
and the home to accomplish the 
common goal of educating 
Corsicana's youth. 


AND 
FOR 
THE 
FIRST 


TIME, parents this year are 
receiving phone calls or letters 
from principals and teachers 
regarding 
the 
good 
work 


students are doing as well as the 
problems. 


Some campuses have in- 


stigated a program of mailing 
"happy-grams" 
for 
ac- 


complishments 
by 
students. 


Kids called to the principal's 
office this year are as likely to 
find 
themselves 
being 


congratulated for their good 
work as to be chastised for their 
short-comings. 


And the efforts seem to be 


working. Culwell said that he 
has 
received 
no 
blanket 


criticism from parents for the 
renewed efforts at education 
and discipline. To the contrary, 
he says, many parents have 
called to ask how they can help 
alleviate problems arising with 
their children, or to reinforce at 
home the education the student 
is receiving in school. 


"WE WANT TO CONTINUE 


not only to solicit parental 
support, but also to impress 
upon 
parents 
that 
the 


educational 
process 
is 
a 


cooperative effort," he said. 
"We are in this thing together, 
and if our overall discipline this 
year has improved, as I believe 
it has, it is largely due to the 
tremendous parental support 
and 
cooperation 
from 
our 


parents." 


Culwell is receiving statewide 


attention for the efforts of the 
local district. He has been asked 
to address other Texas school 
district board members and 
meetings to report on the 
progress he has made. In 
September, the Dallas Morning 
News took note of the new 
emphasis 
in 
an 
editorial 


statement that has prompted 
such inquiries and invitations 
from other Texas educators and 
parents. 


But with all the attention, 


Culwell's primary goal con- 
tinues to be to provide a useable 
education 
for 
students 
of 


Corsicana schools. 


"THE 
FOUNDATION 
OF 


CHARACTER is discipline and 
the object of education is to 
establish 
and 
develop 


character," 
he 
maintains. 


"Knowledge 
makes 
that 


character more efficient. So, in 
a very real sense, students are 
disciples and they go to school 
for such discipline. I am con- 
vinced that there is a definite 


coorelation between discipline 
and achievement. With im- 
proved discipline, we will see 
improved achievement." 


Culwell 
and 
his 
staff, 


however, recognize that the 
achievement may not be seen 
until the adjustment to such 
discipline is made, and they 
anticipate a sharp increase in 
student failures this year. 


In anticipation of that, plans 


are 
already 
underway 
to 


provide 
remedial 
summer 


classes for the kindergarten 
through the eighth grade to 
assist students to make up work 
and catch up in order for them 
to be promoted with their class 
for the fall term. 


CURRENT PLANS are for 


two elementary campuses to 
provide make-up in reading and 
math this summer, and for one 
middle school campus to offer 
similar courses at that level. 
Such classes would be funded 
through a federal education 
program. 


"It is not our purpose or goal 


to see how many students we 
can fail," he cautioned, "but to 
see how much progress each 
student can make. We are 
taking the student from the 
point where he is in his 
education and trying to see how 
far we can take him. Now, if he 
does not meet the very broad 
minimum standards and fails to 
make satisfactory progress, 
then that student will be 
retained." 


BUT THAT WON'T HAPPEN 


and 
a studen'ts parents not 


know about it before it's too late 
for 
a student to improve, 


Culwell promised. He is com- 
mitted to better communication 
of both good and bad news to 
parents, and he is counting on 
the help parents can offer to 
spur their students along. 


"By making parents aware of 


their 
child's 
progress 
and 


problems, we have seen parents 
providing more motivation for 
their children at home," he 
noted. "We feel that because of 
this help at home, many of the 
failures we see right now will be 
headed off." 


The local district's efforts at a 


more rigid 
discipline have 


already been noted by outside 
observers. A graduate research 
team from jthe University of 
Texas at Austin told the Daily 
Sun last week that the local 
classes they visited exhibited 
"better discipline and genuine 
student interest" than any of 
the other 39 districts the team 
had visited. 


The reason for that, Culwell 


maintains, is parent interest in 
their children's education. 


"I honestly believe that most 


of our parents have taken the 
time to impress upon their 
children the need and im- 
portance of 
accomplishment 


and citizenship," he said. "And 
we plan to continue to reward 
the good work as well as 
criticize the bad."

First, all of Radio 
Shack's newspaper advertising comes 
directly to newspapers from the Radio 
Shack headquarter offices in Fort Wroth. 
The local store managers, both here and 
everywhere else, never see the ads before 
they appear in the paper. (This is a 
common practice for chain stores.) 


Thursday, Nov. 4th's ad was the third 


time the Mini-23 radio had been advertised 
on sale by Radio Shack. The idea was to 
eliminate all 23 channel models before the 
first of the year, when the new 40 channel 
models go on sale. Because of that, Radio 
Shack has stopped manufacturing their 23 
channel models and were shipping what 
stock they had left to all stores. 


Noble said his store received 30 units in 


September, when the ad first ran, and 12 
more prior to the last ad. But those were 
all sold before that final ad ran, and there 
are no more of the units in warehouse 
stock or being made. 


Noble said he was not told that any ad 


would run Thursday and thought that the 
CB unit ad had run for the final time in 
October.

County surplus to go in two years

Navarro County Auditor Bill 


Smith 
told 
county 
com- 


missioners on Tuesday that if 
the present 
spending rate 


continues all surplus 
funds 


would be used up with in the 


next two years. 


Smith's statement came in 


response to questions 
from 


County Judge Rob Dunn. 


"If we add our cash spendable 


savings, in other words, what 
we have that's available to be 
spent, how many years of 


overspending our income will 
we be allowed before we have 
no more savings?" Dunn asked. 


"I don't think you could really 


go more than two years," Smith 
said. 


ACCORDING TO Smith this 


year's budget deficit should be 
$167,000. The original budget for 
1976 was $1,664,000, but with 
amendments to the budget the 
total expenditure amounts to 
$1,831,000. 


The auditor said the expected 


surplus of $528,000 for the end of

A Houston obstetrician that

"We've got a high volume of 


patients with low incomes so 
we get a lot of payments for 
Medicaid," said the obstetri- 
cian, Dr. John B. Coleman. He 
said he believes most, if not all, 
of the doctors on the list have 
partnerships. 


"You would have to work aw- 


fully hard to get this kind of 
money from Medicaid by your- 
self," Coleman said. "As it is, I 
work 18 hours a day and sleep 
four hours. I'm always the last 
to leave my office at night. Me- 
dicaid is a small part of my 
practice." 


Coleman was third on the list 


of 
Medicaid 
payments 
in 


Texas—trailing Damaso Oliva 
of San Antonio with $228,587 
and N. H. Wolff and Associates 
of Houston with $194,008. 


Fourth on the list of Marcel 


Molina of Houston with $180,250 
and fifth is Alvin Thaggard of 
San Antonio with $169,757. 


"I don't have to defend my- 


self for this. Everything I do is 
legitimate," 
said 
Thaggard 


Monday night. "I work with 12 
partners and since I'm the old- 
est one, I am put on the list." 


The list of doctors from 


Texas included 16 from San An- 
tonio, 10 from Houston, six 
from Dallas and one from 
McAllen. 


Heading the total of three 


dentists on the list was Richard 
P. Anderson of San Antonio 
with $177,189. 


A big group of medical or- 


ganizations was topped by the 
Medical Service R&D Plan of 
San Antonio with $548,709 and 
the Yale Service Group of 
Houston with $476,269. 


The pharmacy with the larg- 


est payments was Prescription 


Pharmacy of Houston with 
$280,256. 


Coleman said his only regret 


about being on a list showing 
him make nearly $200,000 was 
that he would get "100 letters 
from people trying to borrow 
money or sell land." 


He added: "I have nothing 


against making money. I didn't 
see Nixon riding a Volks- 
wagen." 


1977 is not as big as it looks. The 
right of way fund will take up 
about $206,000, the hospital 
interest and sinking fund will 
use $100,000 of it. This would 
leave the county with $222,000 in 
surplus money that could be 
used in other areas. Smith said 
that at the present spending 
rate the surplus would last at 
the most two years. 


Smith said the proposed 1977 


budget of $1,885,000 is up $50,000 
from the amended 1976 budget 
and $200,000 over the original 
1976 budget. Smith told the 
court that revenue will remain 
"fairly" stable. 


Smith added that the total 


income from all sources for 1977 
will be about $1,717,000, but that 
some of that money is locked 
into certain funds and cannot be 
transferred to other areas. 


Dunn explained that 
the 


county's overspending rate was 
over nine per cent a year. 


"CALL IT TEN per cent in- 


flation," he said. 


"Forlastyear and this year," 


Smith added. 


The judge told the court that 


the 
county 
was 
"not 


wholeheartedly just spending," 
but that "income was not 
keeping up.with expenditures." 


Commissioner 
R.J. 
Hen- 


derson said that he felt that the 
court was overlooking some 
sources of income. 


"I think there are some fields 


that could be taxed that are not 
being taxed," Henderson said. 


The court put off further 


discussion of the budget until 
Nov. 16, when all county of- 
ficeholders would be present to 
go over the budget item by item.

Blooming Grove to vote 
on water bond issue 


BLOOMING GROVE - A 


bond election has been set for 
Saturday, Nov. 27, to decide 
whether or not the city should 
authorize issuance of $200,000 in 
revenue and general obligation 
bonds to help finance a water 
supply line. 


Mayor Boyd Bryant said the 


city has had a grant offer of 
$100,000 from the Farmer's 
Home Administration, and if 
the bond election is approved, 
the $300,000 will be used to in- 
stall the water supply line from 


I Grove to Silver City 


to obtain treated water from the 
city of Corsicana. 


Bryant notes that the State 


Health 
Department 
has 


recommended construction of 
the supply line to obtain a 
suitable supply of water for 
Blooming Grove. 


Bryant says the present well 


water used by the city contains 
amounts of flourides, chlorides 
and sulphates in quantities too 
high to be approved by the 
Health Department. 


If approved by voters, the 


new supply of water will make it 
possible for the city to seek 
grant funds to improve the 
water distribution system, said 
Bryant. 
The 
present 


distribution system cannot be 
improved until a new water 
supply is ob' 


To, pay for the new water 


supply line, the minimum water 
rate will be raised from $4.50 to 
$8.50 for the first 2,000 gallons. 
Bryant said there will be a 90 
cents charge per 1,000 gallons 
for the next 5,000 gallons, and 80 
cents per 1,000 gallons for all 
over 7.000 gallons.

BLOOMING GROVE - A 


bond election has been set for 
Saturday, Nov. 27, to decide 
whether or not the city should 
authorize issuance of $200,000 in 
revenue and general obligation 
bonds to help finance a water 
supply line. 


Mayor Boyd Bryant said the 


city has had a grant offer of 
$100,000 from the Farmer's 
Home Administration, and if 
the bond election is approved, 
the $300,000 will be used to in- 
stall the water supply line from 
Blooming Grove to Silver City 
to obtain treated water from the 
city of Corsicana. 


Bryant notes that the State 


Health 
Department 
has 


recommended construction of 
the supply line to obtain a 
suitable supply of water for 
Blooming Grove. 


Bryant says the present well 


water used by the city contains 
amounts of flourides, chlorides 
and sulphates in quantities too 
high to be approved by the 
Health Department. 


If approved by voters, the 


new supply of water will make it 
possible for the city to seek 
grant funds to improve the 
water distribution system, said 
Bryant. 
The 
present 


distribution system cannot be 
improved until a new water 
supply is obtained. 


To. pay for the new water 


supply line, the minimum water 
rate will be raised from $4.50 to 
$8.50 for the first 2,000 gallons. 
Bryant said there will be a 90 
cents charge per 1,000 gallons 
for the next 5,000 gallons, and 80 
cents per 1,000 gallons for all 
over 7,000 gallons.

Fairfield studies TEA ideas

FAIRFIELD — The Fairfield 


School 
Board 
of 
Trustees 


agreed last night to make a 
first-hand inspection of existing 
facilities after hearing a report 
from 
the 
Texas 
Education 


Agency concerning suggestions 
in the development of long- 
range plans for the school 
district. 


The school plant survey, 


prepared by C. Lyman Ellis Jr., 
architect with the TEA school 
plant section, was made at the 
request of the school district, 
and collected and analyzed 
current school facility data. 


"ALL 
SUGGESTIONS 
or 


comments contained in this 
report are to be considered as 
advisory and are not to be in- 
terpreted in any way as man- 
datory," said Ellis. "It is in- 
tended that this report serve to 
assist in the development of the 
district's long-range plans." 


Ellis offered five suggestions 


in the development of long- 
range plans, but noted that 
priorities must be determined 
by the Fairfield administration. 
The five suggestions include: 


1. Build a new middle school 


on the same site as the high 
school but located so that it is a 
completely separate facility for 
grades 6-8 and located so that 
some exterior facilities, such aj 
track, tennis courts, etc., may 
be shared. 


2. Dispose of the present in- 


termediate school through sale 
or gift to the community. "This 
facility has deteriorated beyond 
the point where it would be 
economically sound to attempt 
to 
remodel," 
he 
said. 


"Experience has shown that it 
is not good business practice to 
remodel if the cost is as much as 
40 per cent of the cost of a new 
facility." 


3= DISPOSE OF the present 


junior high school except for the 
central 
portion 
(principal's 


office and auditorium). This 
central 
portion 
can 
be 


remodeled 
into 
an 
ad- 


ministration building for the 
superintendent, 
tax 
office, 


board of trustees, etc. 


4. Remove the metal building 


now 
housing 
the 
superin- 


tendent's 
office 
from 
the 


elementary-junior high campus 
after remodeled facilities above 
are available and utilize in the 
vocational program. 


5. Build permanent additions 


to the present 
elementary 


school to house grades K-5 and 
remodel present facilities to 
provide up-to-date air con- 
ditioned classrooms 
for the 


elementary children. As a part 
of this program, dispose of the 
K-l building across the street. 
The lunchroom facilities on this 
campus need to be enlarged and 
improved, also. 


BOARD PRESIDENT Gene 


Neal suggested that the trustees 
make an "on the ground" in- 
spection of existing buildings 
and facilities before preparing a 
list of priorities. 


Board member Dickie Hill 


said he would like to see it noted 
that the TEA suggestions are 
"in no way the position of the 
school board." 


The board did authorize the 


administration to seek bids for 
reroofing the junior high school 
building 
and 
the 
building 


housing kindergarten and first 
grades. 
The board agreed to 


having the K-l building reroof ed 
during 
the 
Thanksgiving 


Holidays if possible. 


Supt. Tom Cameron noted 


even if the board decided to 
build any new facilities, it would 
be at least two years before they 
could be completed, and that 
the K-l building needs a new 
roof now. 


CAMERON SAID that the 


district has $575,000 left in 
unsold bonds from the 1971 bond 
program approved by voters 
with which the new high school 
was built. 


He said that a new elemen- 


tary school could be constructed 
for less than a junior high high 
school, and suggested that the 


board consider something not 
quite as "elaborate" as the new 
high school as far as new 
construction is concerned. 


The board agreed to contact 


representatives from various 
steel building companies to 
make presentations at a later 
board meeting. 


"The question comes back to 


what can we build with what 
money we have," said Neal. 


He said that "one thing we

from the fojjner $6.70 a month. 


Also, for the relatively small 


number of people who are not 
eligible 
for monthly social 


security cash benefits, but who 
purchase the hospital insurance 
part of Medicare, the monthly 
hospital insurance premiums 
increased to $45 a month, up 
from the former $40 a month. 


However, said Helmer, in 


spite 
of 
these 
increased 


premiums which beneficiaries 
are paying for their Medicare, 
it's still a tremendous bargain. 
The reason, he said, is that the 
cost of providing the doctor bill 
and other protection received 
by Medicare beneficiaries is 
more than double the premiums 
paid by the beneficiaries.
